The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 1, 14, 22, 34, 38, 42, and 54, wherein the claimed invention comprises, in claims 1 and 
22, wherein the door illuminator light source is disposed behind said mirror so as to project light 
through said mirror; in claim 14, a reflector having at least two reflector cups, wherein each LED 
device is associated with one of the reflector cups; in claim 34, a turn signal indicator comprising 
a first, second, and third light source that are sequentially activated; in claim 38, wherein a turn 
signal indicator disposed in said mirror housing, said turn signal indicator comprising a first light 
source, a second light source, and a third light source, that are sequentially activated; in claim 42, 
wherein a first light source disposed proximate said mirror element, said first light source being 
operable in a first lighting mode in response to a first activation signal, and in a second lighting 
mode in response to a second activation signal; in claim 54, wherein said turn signal light and 
said blind spot indicator light are positioned behind said mirror so as to project light through said 
mirror, as claimed.
